GIVING TO THE CHURCH 


Outwardly the ‘etigioll life of the Ge0nle 

of the United States is represented by $2,000,- 
000,000 worth of property: and a current an- 
nual expense of administration of about $250,- 
C00,000. Considered from a purely business 
Point of view, the church is one of the na- 
tion’s outstanding enterprises, 
- Great as are some of America ’s industrial 
corporations, few can point to such an in- 
vestment as the church records. The com- 
parison appears all the more striking when 
it is remembered that the church is primarily 
@ religious and philanthropic organization and 
is not out for profit, states the Chicago Daily 
News. 

Gifts to the church have increased more 
rapidly the past ten years than during the 
previous half- century, “The phenomenal ad- 
vance in giving indicates a changing attitude 
toward the material side of church work, 
which is highly encouraging to the 40,000,000 
and more church members and the 220,000 
pastors and clerical leaders. 

In the old days the ice- -cream social, the 
rummage sale of old clothes, the bazaar, the 
church supper and kindred money making 
devices were regularly listea among the neces- 
sary activities for raising the pastor’s salary. 
Faithful housewives worked themselves to the 
point of exhaustion in preparing appetizing 
chicken suppers which the community con- 
scientiously devoured at 25 cents a head and 
thereafter considered that it had done its 
duty by the church. Meantime, when the 
collection plate was passed. at services, the 
church members would drop their pennies 
into the receptacle and lustily sing, ‘Jesus 
Paid It All.’’ | 

A new interpretation of the meaning of 
giving, with a new consciousness 
ual value of the action, has come in the last 
decade. The spirit of the giver is emphasized 
as much as the amount of the gift. Thus giv- 
ing has taken on a new aspect and conse- 
quently gifts have increased very greatly. 
The change has been accompanied by the adop- 
tion of the yearly budget system, with an 
frequent ov ersubserip- 
tions instead of periodic harangues and a 
hopelessly chronic inadequacy of funds.

DEADLY GRADE CROSSINGS

While the American Railway Association 
was -conducting-a ‘Careful Crossing’? cam- 
paigh during the four summer months, there 
were 4,411 accidents, an increase of 3 per cent 
over the number in the corresponding period 
in the preceding year, but it is explained that 
in view of the increase of 21 per cent in 
the number of automobiles, and of 10 per cent 
in the number of railway cars moved, the ac- 
cilent figures in reality show ah improvement 
in conditions, says the Boston Transcript. 
From June 30 to September

BID FOR FAVOR 


AT MARTINEZ 


MARTINEZ, Dec. 11.—Over one 
hundred representatives of the three 
companies seeking a franchise for 
the construction of a bridgé across 
Carquinez Straits, were present at 
the hearing before the Board of Su- 
pervisors today. 

The hearing opened before the 
Board of Supervisors in Department 
No. 1 of the Superior Court, 

(Prior to the meeting, W. J. Bu- 
chanan, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, stated that no action 
on granting the franchise will be 
taken ‘before the 8th of January. 
| “It ig the purpose of the Board 
of Supervisors to consider carefully 
not alone the plans of the applicants 
but the financial ability of each com- 
pany to proceed with the construc- 
tion of the bridge,” said Mr. Bu- 
chanan, 

The three companies seeking a 
franchise for tha construction of 
the bridge are the Dillon’s Point De- 
velopment Company, The San Fran- 
cisco Transit Company and The Ro- 
deo-Vallejo Ferry Company. 

The Dillon’s Point Development 
Company, being the first to apply for 
the bridge franchise, opened on Mon- 
day, giving testimony as to the finan- 
cial plans for the construction. 

W. F. Duffy, a director of the 
company and vice president of the 
French-American bank of San Fran- 
cisco, was called to the stand by At- 
torney M. R. Jones, representing the 
Dillon's ‘Point Development Co. 

‘Duffy stated that since the former 
meeting of the ‘Board on the 6th of 
(November, the W. S. Strauss Com- 
pany of Chicago, a real estate, mort- 
gage and bond company, had become 
interested in the project. He also de- 
Clared that the proposed bridge was 
Lonsidered a sound businezs proposi- 
tion in ‘banking circles. 

During the questioning of Duffy 
he stated that no estimate had deen 
made of the actual cost of the bridge 
proposed by the Dillon’s Point Devel- 
opment Company. 

R. H, Reardon, Deputy United 
States Attorney General and repre- 
senting W. S. Strauss, stated. when 
called to testify, that a representa- 
tive of the Eastern house, the firm 
is interested in the plan of the Dil- 
Jon’s Point Development Company. 

‘Following the testimony of 
Reardon the Dillon's Point Company 
concluded its testimony and Cap- 
tain George Wheeler was called to 
the stand by Attorney J. E. Rodgers 
representing the Rodeo-Vallejo Fer- 


“ry Company, 


Captain Wheeler stated that as a 
master mariner for 31 years he has 
On many occasions navigated Car- 
quinez Straits and declared that the 
Proposed bridge of the Rodeo-Val- 
lejo Company would prove no detri- 
ment to the California-Hawaiian Su- 
gar Refining Corporation and in no 
‘way would prove a menace to naviga- 
tion opposite the docks of the sugar 
company. 

Captain Wheeler declared there 
were no treacherous currents adja- 
cent to the sugar company and stat- 


ed that in his opinion sny ship of 
the type used by the suger com- 
pany could be docked at the refinery 


and the proposed bridge would not 
prove a menace or hindrance to ship-
